About a year and half ago 
ARTUKOVIC entered the United States with a Hungarian passport and under an 
a 9 mimed name and went to Ins Angelos from where he has maintained constant 
Contact with PAVEL IC in Argentina. The detention of ARTUKOVIC hasmade a 
considerably iippression upon PAV&LTC who has already given instructions 
that steps bo taken in favor of ARTUKOVIC.
